The German tariff act of ISiU marks 
the b eginning of a new period of tariff 
history.

When the feudal system b roke 
up in Europe in the 1.7th century, poli- 
ticai chaos reigned. 
T he need of that 
time was nation-b uilding.

ing was fostered and helped b y the 
mercantile policy.
